NEW YORK (AP) — Police 
investigating a terror attack 
that could have set off a deadly 
fireball in Times Square — a 
major tourist destination — 
focused on finding a man who 
was videotaped shedding his 
shirt near the SUV where the 
bomb was found. 

Police on Sunday also were 
trying to determine whether 
more than 100 pounds (45 
kilograms)of a fertilizer-like 
substance in the vehicle could 
have made the crude device 
even more devastating. 

The video shows an 
unidentified white man in 
his 40s slipping down an 
alley, taking off one shirt and 
revealing another underneath. 

In the same clip, he’s seen 
looking back in the direction 
of the smoking vehicle and 
furtively putting the first shirt 
in a bag, Police Commissioner 
Raymond Kelly said.

Obama to do everything 
‘humanly possible’ on spill

VENICE, Louisiana (AP) — No remedy in sight, President 
Barack Obama on Sunday warned of a “massive and potentially 
unprecedented environmental disaster” as a badly damaged 
oil well a mile deep in the Gulf of Mexico spewed a widening 
and deadly slick toward delicate wetlands and wildlife. He said 
it could take many days to stop. Obama rushed to southern 
Louisiana to inspect forces arrayed against the oil gusher as 
Cabinet members described the situation as grave and insisted 
the administration was doing everything it could. Then he took 
a helicopter ride over the water to view the 30-mile oil slick 
caused by as much as 210,000 gallons of crude gushing into the 
Gulf each day.

The spill threatens not only 
the environment but also the 
region’s abundant fishing 
industry, which Obama called 
“the heartbeat of the region’s 
economic life.” As of now, it 
appeared little could be done 
in the short term to stem the 
oil flow, which was also 
drifting toward the beaches of 
neighboring Mississippi and 
farther east along the Florida 
Panhandle. Obama said the 
slick was 9 miles off the coast 


of southeastern Louisiana. 

BP Chairman Lamar McKay 
raised faint hope that the 
spill might be stopped more 
quickly by lowering a hastily 
manufactured dome to the 
ruptured wellhead in the next 
six to eight days, containing 
the oil and then pumping it to 
the surface. Such a procedure 
has been used in some well 
blowouts but never at the mile- 
deep waters of this disaster. 
The leaking well was not only 
an ecological disaster but a 
potential political hazard, 


as well, depending on how 
the public judges the Obama 
administration’s response. 
In 2005, President George 
W. Bush stumbled in dealing 
with Hurricane Katrina in the 
Gulf and left the impression 
of a president distant from 
immense suffering. His 
presidency never recovered. 
Obama vowed that his 
administration, while doing 
all it could to mitigate the 
disaster, would require well 
owner BP America to bear 
all costs. “Your government 
will do whatever it takes for 
as long as it takes to stop this 
crisis,” he said. 

“BP is responsible for this 
leak. BP will be paying the 
bill,” Obama said after a Coast 
Guard briefing in Venice, 
a Gulf Coast community 
serving as a staging area for 
the response. He stood before 
cameras in a heavy rain, water 
dripping from his face. 

The president also stopped to 
talk with six local fishermen 
and said the challenge is 
“How do we plug this hole?” 
After that, he said, protecting 
the estuaries would be the next 
priority. 

“We’re going to do everything 


in our power to protect our 
natural resources, compensate 
those who have been harmed, 
rebuild what has been damaged 
and help this region persevere 
like it has done so many times 
before,” Obama said. 

Arriving in New Orleans, the 
president shunned helicopter 
travel because of a threat 
of tornadoes and drove to 
Venice to tour a close-to-the- 
water staging area where the 
government and BP were 
trying to keep the slick from 
causing even more damage. 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano said 
any comparison between 
the ruptured BP oil well 
and Katrina was “a total 
mischaracterization” and that 
the government had taken an 
“all hands on deck” approach 
from the beginning. 
Administration officials have 
been at pains to explain that 
Obama’s late March decision 
to expand offshore oil 
exploration could be altered 
as a result of the spill and that 
stricter safety rules would 
doubtless be written into 
leases. 

In reality, oil companies 
and the government lack the 


technology to prevent the 
damage from a well gushing 
masses of oil, killing wildlife 
and tainting a delicate 
ecosystem. The oil washing 
ashore could ruin the coastal 
fishing industry. 

While the government 
has mobilized masses of 
equipment to scoop up, bum 
and block the oil from moving 
ashore, the tools to contain 
the ecological and economic 
damage washing toward the 
coast were akin to big-game 
hunting with a pellet gun. 
Adm. Thad Allen, the Coast 
Guard commandant, said the 
volume of spewing oil could 
climb to 100,000 barrels a day 
in the event of a total wellhead 
failure, a much greater breach 
than is believed to exist now. 
He spoke to the obvious 
urgency of stopping the flow 
of cmde. 

“The difference between 
1,000 and 5,000 barrels a day 
(original estimates), when you 
look at the potential discharge 
of 100,000, leads me to 
believe that there are a lot of 
inaccuracies associated with 
trying to estimate flow from 
a broken pipe at 5,000 feet,” 
Allen said. □

The homemade bomb was 
made largely with ordinary 
items including three barbecue 
grill-sized propane tanks, two 
5-gallon gasoline containers, 
store-bought fireworks and 
cheap alarm clocks attached to 
wires. Ifsuccessfully detonated, 
police said at a minimum it 
would have sprayed shrapnel 
and metal parts over one of 
America’s busiest streets, full 
of Broadway theaters and 
restaurants, on a Saturday 
night. 

“The intent of whoever did 
this to cause mayhem, create 
casualties,” Kelly said. 
Authorities didn’t know how 
deadly the bomb could have 
been, how it failed or who was 
responsible. 

The bomb at Times Square, 
one of the flashiest and best- 
known places on Earth, was 
found at the height of dinner 
hour before theatergoers 
headed to Saturday night 
shows. 

The city’s busiest streets, 
choked with taxis and people 
on one of the first summer- 
like days of the year, were shut 
down for 10 hours, unnerving 
thousands of tourists attending 
Broadway show, museums 
and other city sights. 

“No more New York,” said 
Crysta Salinas. The 28-year- 
old Texas woman was stuck 
waiting in a deli until 2 a.m. 
local time because part of a 


Marriott hotel was evacuated 
because of the bomb. 

Police on Sunday still hadn’t 
identified every piece of the 
device — including eight 
bags of an unknown substance 
found in a gun locker. The 
substance weighed more than 
100 pounds (45 kilograms), 
and Kelly said it “looks and 
feels” like fertilizer. Tests 
were pending. 

Timers were connected to 
a 16-ounce can filled with 
the fireworks, which were 
apparently intended to set the 
gas cans and propane afire, 
Kelly said. 

He said the bomb “looks 
like it would have caused a 
significant fireball” had it 
fully detonated. He said the 
vehicle would have been “cut 
in half’ by an explosion and 
people nearby could have 
been sprayed by shrapnel and 
killed. 

A Pakistani Taliban group 
claimed responsibility for the 
failed attack in a 1-minute 
video. Kelly, however, said 
police have no evidence 
to support the claims, and 
noted that the same group 
had falsely taken credit for 
previous attacks on U.S. soil. 
The commissioner also cast 
doubt on an e-mail to a news 
outlet claiming responsibility. 
The New York Police 
Department and FBI also 
examining “hundreds of 
hours” of security videotape 
from around Times Square, 


18 businesses damaged 
in Calif. May Day protest

SANTA CRUZ, California (AP) — Close to 20 businesses were 
damaged after a May Day protest in downtown Santa Cruz 
turned violent, requiring police to call other agencies for help, 
authorities said. 

Police spokesman Zach Friend said an estimated 250 people 
started marching through the city around 10:30 p.m. local time 
Saturday. 

It was a peaceful but “unpermitted and unsanctioned event,” 
he said, until some in the crowd started breaking windows and 
spraying paint on retail shops that line the downtown corridor. 
A fire was started in a coffee shop entry way but was extinguished 
once police cleared the way for firefighters, Friend said. 
Eighteen businesses were damaged, with the cost of repairs 
estimated at between $50,000 and $100,000. No injuries were 
reported. Friend said he wasn’t sure if the damage was caused 
by people marching in support of immigrants’ rights, or if the 
group had been “infiltrated by anarchists.” 

Anarchy signs were spray-painted on some of the buildings. 
“They’re a group of people who seem to fancy themselves as 
revolutionaries, but what they really are are a group of morons,” 
Friend said. □

Police released a photograph 
of the SUV, a dark-colored 
Nissan Pathfinder, as it 
crossed an intersection at 6:28 
p.m. local time Saturday.

GOP expands political playing field; Gems slipping

Republicans are on offense in 
scores of House and Senate 
races as persistent economic 
woes and lukewarm support 
for President Barack Obama 
continue to weakenDemocrats ’ 
hold on Congress. 

The president and his party 
are determined to minimize 
the losses six months before 
the November elections. 
But Democrats privately 
acknowledge the economy 
and support for Obama must 
improve before then to avoid 
the defeats that could cost 
them control of the House and 
possibly the Senate. 

Primaries in Indiana, Ohio 
and North Carolina on 
Tuesday kick off an intense 
eight weeks of contested 
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elections. There also are two 
special House elections to fill 
vacant Democratic-held seats 
in Pennsylvania and Hawaii. 
The outcome could be a 
clear indicator of the political 
mood. 

“I need your help once 
more,” Obama says in a video 
message to backers, a plea 
that underscores the troubles 
for Democrats. “This year, 
the stakes are higher than 
ever,” the president adds, 
warning that Republicans 
would “undo all that we have 
accomplished.” 

Although Obama isn’t on 
the ballot, a Democratic 
shellacking would be seen as 
a rebuke of the president’s 
first two years in office, much 
like 1994 was for President 
Bill Clinton when the GOP 
reclaimed the House and 
Senate. Obama and his party 
must defend dozens of seats in 
the 80 or so House races that 
are competitive; they include 
some districts that Democrats 
have held for decades. The 
party also faces serious Senate 
challenges in at least nine 
states, including Nevada, 
where Majority Leader 
Harry Reid trails in the polls. 
Democratic seats in Illinois 
and Delaware, once held by 
Obama and Vice President 
Joe Biden, respectively, are in 
jeopardy, too. 

While Republican prospects 
are looking up, infighting 
between moderates and angry 
conservatives might dash the 
party’s hopes. Gov. Charlie 
Crist’s decision to run as an 
independent set up a three- 
way Senate race in Florida 
that could cost the GOP the 
seat. A similar party battle 
in Kentucky, which holds its 
primary May 18, is creating 
headaches for Republicans. 

At this point, analysts for 
both parties say Republicans 
probably will pick up as many 


as three dozen House seats, 
and possibly the 40 needed for 
control. The GOP is expected 
to win a few Senate seats, 
though the 10 necessary to 
take control is considered a 
long shot. 

Democrats are hoping an 
electorate furious with 
Washington will give them 
credit for accomplishing 
big goals such as health 
care overhaul and possibly 
financial reform. 

“With the battle lines already 
drawn for the 2010 election, 
voters will ultimately support 
candidates who are delivering 
results, reforming the 
system, bringing change to 
Washington, and getting things 
done, which is exactly what 
President Obama is doing,” 
Obama’s chief of staff, Rahm 
Emanuel, said recently. 
Countered Sen. John Cornyn, 
R-Texas, who leads the 
party’s Senate efforts: “I 
wouldn’t confuse action 
with progress. Clearly this 
administration is a pro¬ 
government administration. 
And slowly but surely, we’re 
starting to see the American 
people reject that approach. 
Voters are going to rise up 
with a vengeance and say ‘No’ 
to more government.” 
Republicans have stood 
in lock-step opposition to 
Obama’s policies, and they 
hope that voters furious about 
increased spending and the 
growth of government will 
punish Democrats. Most 
Americans say the country is 
headed in the wrong direction 
and half of the nation doesn’t 
approve of Obama’s job 
performance. Approval of 
Democrats is even lower. 
Unemployment remains high 
and foreclosures are rampant. 
Since 2010 began, Republicans 
have watched more Senate 
races than they expected 
become competitive.Q 
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Weekend storms kill at least 11

MEMPHIS, Tennessee (AP) 
— Seven people were killed 
in Tennessee and four in 
northern Mississippi by a line 
of storms that brought heavy 
flooding and tornados to the 
region over the weekend. 

More rain and storms loomed 
Sunday as emergency officials 
in Tennessee sought help from 
the state’s Army National 
Guard, and urged people to 
stay off roads and interstate 
highways turned into raging 
rivers. 

At a Sunday news conference, 
Tennessee Gov. Phil Bredesen 
said it will likely be days before 
floodwaters recede enough to 
thoroughly assess the damage 
to roads and bridges. 
Tennessee officials have 
confirmed 7 deaths. At least 
three people are missing 
after getting swept away 
by flood waters, and one of 
them is presumed dead by 
the Tennessee Emergency 
Management Agency, which 
would bring the death toll to 


8 . 

Bredesen said he expects 
to ask for federal disaster 
designation. 

TEMA spokesman Jeremy 
Heidt confirmed that one 
person died around 4 a.m. 
local time Sunday in a possible 
tornado near Pocahontas, east 
of Memphis. 

No further details were 
available. Tennesse officials 
had earlier said as many as 
eight people died before 
reducing the death toll to six. 
Meanwhile, National Guard 
and Tennessee Highway Patrol 
helicopters with hoisting 
capabilities were on standby 
to rescue people from the 
floodwaters that covered city 
streets and left cars stranded 
on interstate highways turned 
into rivers. 

In northern Mississippi, 
officials said a man died after 
his car was submerged under 
flood waters. 

Two people died in a mobile 
home that “looks like you stuck 
about four sticks of dynamite 


on it and it just disappeared,” 
said Coroner John Riles. 
County Emergency 

Management coordinator 

David Shaw said one person 
was killed in the town of 
Abbeville, where 15 or 20 
houses were damaged by 
strong winds. 

A line of strong thunderstorms 
Saturday dumped at least 10 
inches of rain on Memphis 
and produced tornadoes and 
hail along the Mississippi 
River Valley in Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Kentucky 
and northward. 

The forecast called for more 
rain through the day Sunday, 
which could stymie rescuers 
trying to reach all of the far- 
flung areas that have been 
affected. 

Some areas were hit by 13 
inches of flash flooding 
on Saturday, and the same 
was expected on Sunday,

The tape, which 
later appeared to have been 
removed from the website, 
makes no specific reference 
to the attack in New York, 
nor does it mention that the 
location or that it was a car 
bomb. New York City’s police 
commissioner said there’s no 
evidence of a Taliban link to 
the failed car bomb. 

In a copy of the tape provided 
by SITE, an unidentified voice 
speaking in Urdu, the primary 
language in Pakistan, says the 
group takes “full responsibility 
for the RECENT ATTACK 
IN THE USA.” The speaker 
says it comes in response to 
American “interference and 
terrorism in Muslim Countries, 
especially in Pakistan for 
(the) Lalmasjid operation,” 
a reference to the Pakistani 
army’s 2007 storming of the 
Red Mosque in Islamabad 
where militants were holed up 
inside. 

The claim could not be 
immediately verified. But if it 
turns out to be genuine, it would 
be the first time the Pakistani 
Taliban has struck outside of 
South Asia. It has no known 
global infrastructure like al- 
Qaida. In at least one past 
instance, the Pakistani Taliban 
has claimed responsibility for 
an attack it played no role in. 
White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs declined to 
comment on the claim. 

“I’m not going to get into 
assumptions about who might 
be involved or what their 
motives might be,” Gibbs said 
on Air Force One as President 
Barack Obama flew to New 


Orleans. 

At the start of the video, a 
text in gold letters on black 
background celebrates the 
“jaw-breaking blow to Satan’s 
USA.” As the speaker delivers 
the message, images of the 
slain militants mentioned flash 
across the screen. English 
subtitles are provided at the 
bottom. 

The speaker says the attack 
also avenges U.S. drone strikes 
in Pakistani tribal areas that 
target Taliban leaders hiding 
there and the “abduction, 
torture and humiliation” of 
Aafia Siddiqui. Siddiqui is a 
37-year-old Pakistani scientist 
who was convicted in a U.S. 
court in New York in February 
of trying to kill American 
service personnel after her 
arrest in Afghanistan in 2008. 
Her case has triggered anger 
among Pakistani extremist 
groups and in sections of 
the media. As the message 
concludes, the voice calls 
on NATO countries — who 
have troops stationed in 
Afghanistan—to oppose “evil 
U.S. policies” and “sincerely 
apologize for the massacres in 
Iraq, Yemen, Afghanistan and 
Pakistani tribal areas.” 

The Pakistani Taliban is one 
of Pakistan’s largest and 
deadliest militant groups. It 
has strong links to al-Qaida 
and is based in the northwest 
close to the Afghan border. The 
group has carried out scores of 
bloody attacks inside Pakistan 
in recent years, mostly against 
Pakistani targets, but it has 
made no secret of its hatred 
toward the United States. □

MONTERREY, Mexico (AP) — Five 
people were trampled to death early 
Sunday when a gunshot fired at a 
cattle fair sent a panic-stricken crowd 
rushing for the exits in a northern 
Mexico town already on edge from 
rampant drug violence.

At least 17 other people were injured 
at the fair in Guadalupe, outside the 
industrial city of Monterrey, said 
Adrian de la Garza, head of the Nuevo

The dead, two women and three men, 
lay outside the building surrounded 
by crumpled beer cans and other litter 
dropped in the rush. 


Police found a bullet casing from 
the shot that likely caused the 1 a.m. 
stampede, de la Garza said at a news 
conference. 

At least 12 people at the scene were 
detained for questioning, according 
to an agency official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to talk publicly 
about the case. 

He said Guadalupe officials were 
investigating possible negligence by 
organizers of the fair, which featured 
live music and games. 

Guadalupe Mayor Ivonne Alvarez 
said the rest of the event has been 
canceled. 

A surge in shootouts has shaken the 
Monterrey area and other parts of 
northeastern Mexico, where the Gulf 
cartel is battling for territory with its 
former ally, the Zetas gang of hit men. 
Five people were killed Saturday 
night in a gunbattle between gang 
members and soldiers in Camargo, a 
small town in Tamaulipas state, which 
borders Nuevo Leon, according to a 
brief statement from the Tamaulipas 
government. The statement said the 
five killed were civilians but did not 
say whether any were bystanders. 


Innocent bystanders have increasingly 
been caught in the crossfire. Two 
children were killed last month when 
the car they were riding in drove into 
a gunbattle between soldiers and gang 
members outside the Tamaulipas city 
of Nuevo Laredo. 

In March, two Monterrey university 
students were killed during a shootout 
between soldiers and gunmen at the 
gates of their campus. 

In a report released late Saturday, the 
federal Attorney General’s Office 
said one of the students was killed by 
a bullet fired by gang members. No 
conclusions could be determined from 
the bullet fragments extracted from the 
other student, the report said. 

Sunday’s stampede was the second 
time in a month that fears of shootings 
sent crowds fleeing from a fair in 
northeastern Mexico. 

On April 2, rumors of gunfire sent 
thousands fleeing a street fair in the 
Gulf coast city of Tampico where 
singer Jenni Rivera was about to 
perform. Rivera’s security team rushed 
her from the stage. 

Nobody was seriously hurt in that 
incident, and it was unclear if shots 
were actually fired. □

Reports: N. Korean leader travels to China

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — North 
Korean leader Kim Jong II was 
believed to be making a rare trip to 
China on Monday aboard his personal 
armored train, South Korean news 
reports said. 

Kim’s train arrived early Monday in 
the Chinese border town of Dandong, 
where some 200 Chinese soldiers and 
police had blocked traffic and access to 
the area, South Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency reported from the border. 

Kim, who rarely travels abroad but 
had been rumored to be planning a trip 
to neighboring China, was believed to 
be on board, Yonhap said. 

Officials at South Korea’s Unification 
Ministry and National Intelligence 
Servicesaidtheycouldnotimmediately 
confirm Kim’s reported trip. 

Kim’s visit to China has been a focus 
of intense attention in recent months, 
with six-nation nuclear disarmament 
talks stalled for a year and tensions 
rising over the sinking of a South 


Korean naval ship in late March. 

Kim, following through on Chinese 
President Hu Jintao’s invitation last 
year to visit China, was expected 
to ask Beijing for financial help as 
Pyongyang copes with an economic 
crisis at home. 

North Korea quit the disarmament- 
for-aid talks and conducted a second 
nuclear test last year, drawing 
tightened U.N. sanctions. China is 
North Korea’s last ally and biggest 
aid provider and is widely seen as the 
country with the most clout with its 
communist neighbor. 

The trip would be Kim’s first to 
China since 2006, and his first since 
reportedly suffering a stroke in 
August 2008. Kim, who turned 68 in 
February, is believed to be grooming 
his youngest son, Kim Jong Un, to 
succeed him as leader of the nation of 
24 million. 

The train was heading to the eastern 
Chinese city of Dalian and will likely 
travel on to Beijing, Yonhap reported, 
citing unidentified diplomatic sources 


in Dandong and Beijing. 

The Seoul broadcaster YTN carried a 
similar report. 

Kim’s visit also takes place as South 
Korea investigates the deadly sinking 
of a South Korean warship near the 
tense maritime border with the North. 
South Korea has not directly blamed 
its Cold War-era rival and North Korea 
has denied involvement, but suspicion 
has focused on Pyongyang, given its 
history of provocations and attacks on 
the South. 

Seoul officials have vowed retaliation 
against the culprits behind the March 
26 tragedy that killed 46 sailors in one 
of the country’s worst naval disasters. 
The two Koreas remain locked in a 
state of war because their three-year 
conflict ended in a truce in 1953, not 
a peace treaty. 

The South Korean warship went down 
near the spot where the Koreas’ navies 
have fought three bloody sea battles 
since 1999. North Korea disputes the 
maritime border drawn by the United 
Nations. □

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Pope all but endorses authenticity of Turin Shroud

TURIN, Italy (AP) — Pope 
Benedict XVI all but gave an 
outright endorsement of the 
authenticity of the Shroud of 
Turin, calling the cloth that 
some believe is Christ’s burial 
shroud an icon “written with 
the blood” of a crucified man. 
During a visit Sunday to the 
Shroud in the northern Italian 
city of Turin, Benedict didn’t 
raise the scientific questions 
that surround the linen and 
whether it might be a medieval 
forgery. Instead, he delivered 
a powerful meditation on the 
faith that holds that the Shroud 
is indeed Christ’s burial cloth. 
“This is a burial cloth that 
wrapped the remains of 
a crucified man in full

correspondence with what 
the Gospels tell us of Jesus,” 
Benedict said. He said the relic 

— one of the most important in 
Christianity — should be seen 
as a photographic document of 
the “darkest mystery of faith” 

— that of Christ’s crucifixion 
and resurrection. The 14-foot- 
long, 3.5-foot-wide cloth has 
gone on public display for 
the first time since the 2000 
Millennium celebrations and 
a subsequent 2002 restoration. 
Kept in a bulletproof, climate- 
controlled case in Turin’s 
cathedral, it has drawn nearly 
2 million reservations from 
pilgrims and tourists eager to 
spend three to five minutes 
viewing it. 

The Shroud bears the figure of 
a crucified man, complete with 


blood seeping from his hands 
and feet, and believers say 
Christ’s image was recorded 
on the linen’s fibers at the 
time of his resurrection. 
Benedict focused in his 
meditation on the message 
that the blood stains 
conveyed, saying the Shroud 
was “an icon written in blood; 
the blood of a man who was 
whipped, crowned with 
thorns, crucified and injured 
on his right side. 

“The image on the Shroud is 
that of a dead man, but the 
blood speaks of his life. Each 
trace of blood speaks of love 
and life,” Benedict said. 

The Vatican to date had 
tiptoed around the issue 
of just what the Shroud of 
Turin is, calling it a powerful 
symbol of Christ’s suffering 
while making no claim to its 
authenticity. 

Benedict’s meditation — 
delivered after he prayed as if 
in a trance before the shroud 
— appeared to imply that 
in the end it doesn’t matter 
what science says about its 
authenticity. 

“The Shroud of Turin offers 
us the image of how his body 
lay in the tomb during that 
time (of death); time that was 
brief chronologically — about 
a day and a half — but was 
immense, infinite in its value 
and significance,” Benedict 
said. A Vatican researcher said 
late last year that faint writing 
on the linen, which she studied 
through computer-enhanced 
images, proves the cloth was 
used to wrap Jesus’ body after

his crucifixion. 

But experts stand by carbon¬ 
dating of scraps of the cloth that 
determine the linen was made 
in the 13 th or 14th century in a 
kind of medieval forgery. That 
testing didn’t explain how the 
image on the Shroud — of a 
man with wounds similar to 
those suffered by Christ—was 
formed. However, some have 
suggested the dating results 
might have been skewed by 
contamination and called for a 
larger sample to be analyzed. 
When Pope John Paul II 


visited the Shroud during a 
1998 public display, he said 
its mystery forces questions 
about faith and science and 
whether it really was Christ’s 
burial shroud. But he said 
the church had “no specific 
competence to pronounce on 
these questions” and urged 
continuous study. 

Benedict, who has made the 
interplay of faith and science 
a hallmark of his papacy, did 
not mention the role of science 
and reason in his remarks 
Sunday. □

LOS ANGELES - Freddy Krueger is raking in cash at the box 
office again, while Robert Downey Jr.’s “Iron Man 2” got off to 
a big start overseas. 

A remake of the slasher flick “A Nightmare on Elm Street” led 
the weekend with a $32.2 million debut domestically, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. Released by the Warner Bros, banner 
New Line, the movie features Jackie Earle Haley as Krueger, a 
psycho killer who stalks and slays victims in their dreams. 
Paramount’s “Iron Man 2” got an international head start on 
its domestic debut this Friday, pulling in $100.2 million in 53 
foreign markets. While Hollywood blockbusters typically open 
around the same date in most countries, some get an overseas 
jump of a week or more on their U.S. debuts. 

“Iron Man 2” brought in $12.2 million in Great Britain, $10.8 
million in South Korea, $8.8 million in Australia and $8.2 
million in France. According to Paramount, the sequel had 
bigger openings than 2008’s “Iron Man” in every market. 

“Iron Man 2” continues the story of Downey’s billionaire 
superhero, a genius who builds himself a metal suit loaded with 
gadgets. Mickey Rourke co-stars as a new enemy with his own 
high-tech arsenal. 

Fright films typically drop steeply in their second weekends, 
since hardcore horror fans rush out to see them in the first few 
days. But “ANightmare on Elm Street” already is headed toward 
a solid profit after an opening weekend that roughly matched its 
modest production budget of just over $30 million. 

Given the history of slasher sagas — the original 1984 “A 
Nightmare on Elm Street” was followed by seven sequels — 
the franchise likely has a long life ahead of it. 

“It’s certainly something we would entertain, the same with 
‘Friday the 13th,’” another New Line horror series that was 
revived last year and has a sequel in the works, said Dan 
Fellman, head of distribution at Warner Bros. 

“A Nightmare on Elm Street” was unable to match the fresh 
start of “Friday the 13th,” whose remake had a $40 million 
opening weekend in February 2009. 

This weekend’s other new wide release, Brendan Fraser’s 
family comedy “Furry Vengeance,” bombed with just $6.5 
million. The Summit Entertainment release stars Fraser as 
a housing developer assailed by the cute woodland creatures 
whose habitat is threatened by construction. 

The previous weekend’s No. 1 movie, DreamWorks Animation’s 
hit “How to Train Your Dragon,” slipped to second place with 
$10.8 million, raising its total to $192.4 million. 

While “A Nightmare on Elm Street” opened well, overall 
business was modest, continuing a lull as theaters prepare for 
the summer season, Hollywood’s busiest time.Q

Polanski breaks silence 
over US extradition case

PARIS - Filmmaker Roman 
Polanski, breaking a months- 
long silence, said Sunday that 
the U.S. is demanding his 
extradition from Switzerland 
on a 3 3-year-old sex case 
largely to serve him “on a 
platter to the media.” 

Polanski, who is under house 
arrest in his Alpine Swiss 
chalet, laid out his case 
against extradition on an 
online magazine run by one 
of his staunchest supporters, 
French philosopher Bemard- 
Henri Levy. 

“I have had my share of 
dramas and joys, as we all 
have, and I am not going to 
try to ask you to pity my lot in 
life,” he wrote. “I ask only to 
be treated fairly like anyone 
else.” 

Polanski suggests the case 
against him is unjust and 
riddled with problems. Each 
argument begins with the 
phrase: “I can remain silent 
no longer.” 

One of Polanski’s complaints 
is that Los Angeles County 
District Attorney Steve 
Cooley, “who is handling 
this case and has requested 
(the) extradition, is himself 
campaigning for election 
and needs media publicity!” 
Cooley is running for 
California attorney general. 
The district attorney’s 
spokeswoman Sandi Gibbons 
said the office “will withhold 
comment until the Swiss make 
a decision on his fugitive 
status.” 

Swiss authorities are trying 
to decide whether to extradite 
Polanski to Los Angeles for 
having sex in 1977 with a 13- 
year-old girl. 

Polanski was arrested seven 
months ago as he arrived in 
Zurich to receive a lifetime 
achievement award at a film 
festival. 

The Oscar-winning director 
of “Rosemary’s Baby,” 
“Chinatown” and “The 
Pianist” was put behind bars 
for more than two months 
before being transferred on 
$4.5 million bail to house 
arrest in the luxury resort of 
Gstaad. Polanski wrote in the 
online magazine, La Regie du

Jeu, that he had mortgaged his 
apartment to pay the bail. 
Three decades ago, Polanski 
was accused of plying his 
victim with champagne and 
part of a Quaalude during a 
modeling shoot and raping 
her. He was initially indicted 
on six felony counts, including 
rape by use of drugs, child 
molesting and sodomy. He 
later pleaded guilty to one 
count of unlawful sexual 
intercourse. 

What happened after that is a 
subject of dispute. The defense 
says the now deceased judge, 
Laurence J. Rittenband, had 
agreed in meetings with 
attorneys to sentence Polanski 
to a 90-day diagnostic study 
and nothing more. 

But the judge later changed his 
mind and summoned Polanski 
for further sentencing — at 
which time he fled to his 
native France, attorneys said. 
Polanski claimed the judge 
“betrayed” him and wanted “to 
gain himself some publicity 
at my expense.” He said the 
request for his extradition is 
“founded on a lie.” 

Polanski said retired Deputy 
District Attorney Roger 
Gunson, who worked on the 
case three decades ago, has 
confirmed his take on events 
under oath. □

Fraud charges and Greece 
crisis batter Wall Street 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The US stock market lurched wildly this 
week, tumbling as Europe’s debt crisis intensified and as fraud 
charges rattled financial players. 

After starting the week strongly the Dow embarked on a massive 
mid-week slump, spiraling down over 200 points on Tuesday as 
Standard and Poor’s downgraded Greek bonds to junk status 
and also sliced Portugal’s debt rating. 

The Dow lost 1.75 percent for the week, shedding almost 200 
points. The tech-rich Nasdaq lost 2.73 percent and the broad- 
based S&P 500 lost 2.5 percent. 

“Concerns about euro area sovereign debt broadened this 
week, threatening contagion from Greece to other vulnerable 
economies,” said Barclays Capital analysts. 

“The Greek problem matters for global markets because it raises 
serious issues about the operation of the euro currency bloc.” 
The sell-off intensified on Wednesday when Spain’s rating was 
downgraded, sending its borrowing costs soaring. 

Investors awaited details of a multi-billion-dollar bailout from 
the International Monetary Fund and the European Union over 
the weekend. 

“Market sentiment is likely to hinge on the details of the EU- 
IMF support package for Greece and the likelihood that the EU 
portion gets delivered,” said Barclays. 

After a brief recovery on Thursday the Dow plummeted 159 
points on Friday. 

Shares in Goldman Sachs were in tact throughout much of a 
testing week, which saw CEO Lloyd Blankfein hauled before 
Congress to answer for his firm’s role in the financial crisis. 

In a day-long grilling Goldman executives were faced with 
angry questions about why they bet against the US housing 
market and about fraud charges leveled by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

Goldman’s shares were steadily up until Friday trade, when 
news leaked that New York prosecutors are working on a 
criminal case against the firm. 

Stocks ended the week down 7.75 percent, shaving billions of 
the company’s value. 

That rattled other financial stocks as investors feared that more 
charges could be in the pipeline and that Goldman’s woes would 
spur lawmakers to toughen planed financial reform. □ 


Euro partners agree on 
$1458 Greek bailout

BRUSSELS - European 
governments and the 
International Monetary Fund 
on Sunday committed to pull 
Greece back from the brink of 
default, agreeing on eurollO 
billion in emergency loans 
on the condition Athens make 
painful budget cuts and tax 
increases. 

The rescue is aimed at keeping 
Greece from defaulting on 
its debts and preventing its 
financial crisis from infecting 
other indebted countries just 
as Europe is struggling out of 
recession. 

After chiding Athens for 
years of mismanagement 
and cheating on their budget 
reporting, the IMF and Greece’s 
15 partners that share the euro 
currency rewarded Prime 
Minister George Papandreou 
for tough measures including 
cuts in civil servant’s pay. 

“I have done and will do 
everything so the country does 
not go bankrupt,” Papandreou 
told a nation which now faces 
years of painful belt-tightening 
after years of overspending. 
France, Greece’s most 
sympathetic partner, agreed 
there was no other choice. 

“It’s a very harsh plan because 
there was a lot of laxity,” 
Finance Minister Christine 
Lagarde said. 

But even Germany, long the 
fiercest critic of Greece’s 
boundless spending, saw the 
need to back a euro-partner 
in such dire need — if only to 
keep the shared currency out 
of more trouble. The crisis 
is already threatening other 
eurozone countries with huge 
financial problems, including 
Portugal and Spain. 

“It is not an easy decision 
but there is no alternative,” 
German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble said after 


the eurozone finance ministers 
approved the package in 
an emergency meeting in 
Brussels. 

Lagarde also insisted that 
“everyone has an interest 
in Greece being stable and 
trusted.” 

The plan will still need 
approval by some countries’ 
parliaments. But the eurogroup 
head, Luxembourg’s Jean- 
Claude Juncker, said Greece 
will get the first funds by May 
19, when Athens has euro8.5 
billion worth of a 10-year 
bond maturing. 

Next Friday, the government 
leaders of the eurozone will 
convene in Brussels for an 
extraordinary summit to wrap 
up the rescue package and 
look at ways to avoid it in the 
future. 

The new Greek measures 
include cuts in civil servants’ 
salaries and pensions, and 
tax increases, including for 
tobacco and alcohol, that aim 
to cut the deficit to below 3 
percent of gross domestic 
product by 2014 from 13.6 
percent now. 

“We are called on today to 
make a basic choice. The 
choice is between collapse 
or salvation,” George 
Papaconstantinou said before 
flying to Brussels. 

Violent protests already 
marked the Labor Day parades 
in Athens on Saturday and 
more demonstrations and a 
nationwide general strike is 
set for Wednesday. 

“These are the harshest, most 
unfair measures ever enacted. 
That is why our reaction will 
be decisive and dynamic. You 
can’t always make the workers 
pay for the results of failed 
policies,” Stathis Anestis, 
spokesman for Greece’s 
largest umbrella union, GSEE, 
told The Associated Press.

(AP Photo/Yves Logghe) 
parliamentary majority, his 
austerity plan is unlikely to 
face obstacles before it is 
rushed through parliament by 
Friday. 

“Economic reality has 
forced us to take very harsh 
decisions,” Papandreou said, 
adding that “This is the only 
way we will finance our 
euro300 billion debt.” 

The IMF’s lead negotiator 
in Athens, Poul Thomsen, 
praised Greece’s “draconian 
reforms” that he said could 
help “shock and awe markets 
and re-establish confidence.” 
Greece was in essence locked 
out of the normal source for 
government borrowing, the 
bond market. Investors were 
demanding high interest rates 
the government said it could 
not pay. 

As confidence returns, it is 
hoped those rates will come 
down. Still, some economists 
think Greece, though saved for 
the moment, will eventually 
have difficulty paying down 
its debt load because it has 
poor prospects for economic 
growth. □ 































Nlcllroy wins first PGA Tour event in style

CHARLOTTE, North 

Carolina (AP) — All the buzz 
about Rory Mcllroy came 
to life Sunday at the Quail 
Hollow Championship with 
one dazzling shot after another 
in a record round that made 
him the PGA Tour’s youngest 
winner since Tiger Woods. 
Explosive as ever, the 20- 
year-old Northern Irishman 
was 5 under over the final five 
holes to set the course record 
at 10-under 62 and win by four 
shots over Masters champion 
Phil Mickelson. 

Mcllroy finished in style, 
rolling in a 40-foot birdie putt 
on the 18th hole and thrusting 
his fist into the air. 

“I suppose I got into the zone,” 
said Mcllroy, who celebrates 
his 21st birthday on Tuesday. 
“I hadn’t realized I was going 
in 9, 10 under. I just know I

got my nose in front and I was 
just trying to stay there.” 

It capped a big Sunday for 
golf’s young stars. Earlier 
in the day, 18-year-old Ryo 
Ishikawa shot a record 58 in 
the final round to win on the 
Japan Golf Tour. 

Mcllroy delivered an awesome 
display of skill that left two- 
time major champion Angel 
Cabrera in his wake and 
thrilled thousands of fans on a 
steamy day at Quail Hollow. 
With a one-shot lead, Mcllroy 
hit a 5-iron from 207 yards 
up the hill to 3 feet for eagle 
on the 15th. From a fairway 
bunker on the 16th, he hit 
7-iron to 5 feet for another 
birdie. Then came the finish, 
when he knocked in a 40-foot 
putt that made fans leap from 
their chairs and had made 
Mcllroy’s freckled-face burst 
with joy.

Pittsburgh Marathon 
disrupted by bomb scare

PITTSBURGH (AP) — A 
suspicious device near the 
finish line of the Pittsburgh 
Marathon on Sunday prompted 
police to briefly stop the race 
after it had begun. The device 
was disabled and police said it 
was not believed to have been 
an actual explosive. 

The device, in a small 


microwave oven, was 
spotted Sunday morning 
on the sidewalk next to the 
Greyhound bus station after 
the race leaders had finished 
the course, police Lt. Kevin 
Kraus said. 

The bomb squad determined 
there were contents that 
resembled an explosive, and 
the area was evacuated, Kraus 
said. 


He declined to describe the 
materials that concerned 
authorities pending a further 
evaluation. 

“Certainly, from what we did 
see on the X-rays, we were 
highly concerned,” he said. 
The disruption came a day 
after a car-bomb scare in New 
York emptied Times Square, 
clearing thousands of tourists 
from the streets for 10 hours. 
Kraus said police stopped 
the 26.2-mile race in the area 
for 10 to 12 minutes. The 
competition resumed after the 
bomb squad used a robot to 
disable the device and the area 
was cleared shortly before 11 
a.m., he said. 

“At this point, we believe it 
was not an actual explosive 
devices, but we are still 
evaluating the microwave and 
its contents,” Kraus said. 


He said surveillance cameras in 
the area were being examined 
to try to find out who put the 
device there. 

Police could not immediately 
confirm the race was re¬ 
routed. 

But Karen Fredette, a 
marathon spokeswoman, said 
the race was diverted around 
the block where the device 
was found but the finish of 
the race near the David L. 
Lawrence Convention Center 
was not changed. 

“We’re really happy and happy 
that everyone is everybody is 
safe,” Fredette said. 

A crowd waiting for runners 
to pass at mile 26 saw the first 
10 or 15 runners go by and 
then were told to move up the 
street by marathon staff, said 
Kathleen Riordan, 41, who 
was waiting for her husband 


to run by. 

“At first I wasn’t sure what 
was going on, either. I thought 
it was kind of strange that 
they were changing the 
marathon course,” Riordan 
said. She didn’t hear about the 
suspicious device until she got 
to the end of the course. 

About 5,000 people took part 
in the full marathon, which 
does not attract the sport’s 
elite runners. 

Katie Miller, 34, of Butler, 
and sister Jamie Kemerer, 
31, finished in about 514 
hours and didn’t notice any 
disruptions. The sisters said 
the only complication was a 
steady rain that had slowed to 
a drizzle by mid-day. 

“Our shoes,” Kemerer said.

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Miyazato wins in Mexico 
lor third title ol season

MORELIA, Mexico (AP) — 
Ai Miyazato of Japan won her 
third tournament of the LPGA 
season, shooting a 6-under 
67 to win the Tres Marias 
Championship by one stroke 
Sunday in the final tournament 
for top-ranked Lorena Ochoa. 
Miyazato was 19-under 273 
to finish a shot ahead of Stacy 
Lewis (66) of United States 
and two in front of Michelle 
Wie (68), but the win was 
overshadowed by Ochoa’s 
last round before stepping into 
retirement to raise a family 
and focus on her charity 
foundation. 

Ochoa, the tournament winner 
three of the last four years, 
shot a 71 to finish sixth at 12 
under. 

During the trophy ceremony 
on the 18th green, Miyazato 
broke down crying as she 
thanked Ochoa. 

Ochoa, a few feet away, 
also rubbed tears from her 
eyes in bright sunlight on the 
mountainside course. Ochoa 
choose Miyazato as her 
playing partner for the first 
two rounds. 

“I want to say thanks to 
Lorena,” Miyazato said. “I 
really appreciate what she did 
for the LPGA and what she 
did for her country here in 
Mexico. 

“She is one of my best friends,” 
Miyazato added, beginning to 
cry. “I’m going to miss her.” 
Miyazato, 24, swept the 
season-opening events in 
Thailand and Singapore after 
winning the Evian Masters 
last year in France for her first 
LPGA Tour title. 

Ochoa has held the No. 1 
ranking since April 2007. 
LPGA projections show she 
will lose it to Jiyai Shin of 
South Korea when the latest 
rankings are released Monday. 
Shin won in Japan on Sunday. 
Ochoa is likely to drop to No. 
2 with Miyazato moving to 
No. 3. 

Michelle Ellis, president of the 
LPGA players’ association, 
was one of several people who 
saluted Ochoa on the 18th 


green. 

“She is going to be dearly 
missed by the players and all 
members of the LPGA family,” 
Ellis said. “I think her heart 
and her spirit out does her golf 
game by 1,000 yards.” 

Ochoa won 27 tournaments, 
including two majors, and won 
the Player of the Year title four 
straight years. 

“For the last eight years all of 
you have been there,” Ochoa 
said, sobbing as she spoke to 
fellow players. 

“First when I got here 
everybody was friendly and 
welcoming. So thanks forbeing 
friends, for the inspiration. It 
is hard to put into words, but 
this has been eight years of a 
lot of fun and I made friends I 
will never forget in my life.” 
Ochoa was married in 

December to Aeromexico chief 
executive Andres Conesa, 
who has three children by a 
previous marriage. She has 
talked often about wanting her 
own children, but she told a 
news conference last week in 
Mexico City that she was not 
pregnant. 

Ochoa found time for 
everyone, even on the final 
day of her career. 

Walking down the first fairway 
she stopped to kiss two young 
boys on the cheek who were 
carrying the scoreboard. 
Approaching the second 
green, she stopped to embrace 
fellow player Christina Kim, 
who ran from the eighth green 
to hug her. 

“I’m not going to be able 
to wait to see her when she 
finishes, so I wanted to do it 
here,” Kim said. 

Kim described Ochoa a few 
days ago as a near-saint in 
Mexico. 

“I’ve been saying for years 
she going to be canonized one 
of these days,” Kim said. 
Elizabeth Arroyo and husband 
Jose drove three hours from 
the city of Guanajuato. 
“Lorena is important for golf, 
but she is more important 
for the image of women in 
Mexico,” Elizabeth said. 

All day, the crowds chanted 
“Go Lore!” or “You can do it!” 


Near the ninth tee hundreds 
of fans held up red, yellow, 
blue and pink cards spelling 
out “Lorena.” Moments 
before she stopped just short 
of throwing her club to the 
ground when a poor chip fell 
short of the green. 

As she walked up the 18th 
fairway, thousands began 
waving white handkerchiefs 
— like they do at a bullfight 
to salute the bullfighter — and 
shouted “Lo-Re-Na! “Lo-Re- 
Na!” 

Ochoa was asked if the 
celebration at 18 reminded 
her of the loud applause at 
St. Andrews when the won 
the Women’s British Open in 
2007.□

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LeBron James wins MVP 
award in landslide vote

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — LeBron James won his 
second straight NBA MVP award Sunday, 
dominating the voting just as he dominated 
on court all season. 

The Cleveland Cavaliers star received 116 of 
a possible 123 first-place votes to win in a 
landslide over Oklahoma City forward Kevin 
Durant. Durant was picked first on four 
ballots and Orlando center Dwight Howard, 
who finished fourth, received the other three 
first-place votes. 

Los Angeles Lakers star Kobe Bryant had no 
first-place votes and finished third. 

Voting was done by a nationwide panel of 
sports writers and broadcasters, and this year 
one ballot was cast by fans in an online vote. 
Players were awarded 10 points for first, 
seven points for second, five for third, three 
for fourth and one for fifth. 

James finished with 1,205 points, nearly 
doubling Durant (609). His margin of victory 
is the second largest in history, topped by 
only teammate Shaquille O’Neal, who by 
799 points in 2000. 

James is the 10th player to win the award in 
consecutive seasons, joining Bill Russell, 
Wilt Chamberlain, Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, 
Moses Malone, Larry Bird, Magic Johnson, 
Michael Jordan, Tim Duncan and Steve 
Nash. Russell, Chamberlain and Bird won it 
three times in a row. 

“I never imagined I would be on a list with 


names like that,” James said. “Those are 
players I always looked up to when I was a 
kid.” 

For the second straight year, James accepted 
the Maurice Podoloff Trophy in his hometown 
of Akron. 

Last May, he returned to St. Vincent-St. 
Mary High School and received the award 
in the quaint gymnasium in front of family, 
friends and the student body. He chose a 
larger but still familiar stage this year, opting 
for Rhodes Arena on the campus of the 
University of Akron. 

As James’ popularity soared as a prep star, 
his high school moved many of its games to 
Rhodes to accommodate overflow crowds 
and a growing media contingent interested in 
his story. 

The ceremony was open to the public, and 
fans, many of them wearing an assortment 
of No. 23 James jerseys, stood in line for 
hours for their chance to witness yet another 
coronation of Ohio’s basketball king. 

“Akron Ohio is my home,” he said to loud 
cheers. “Akron Ohio is my life and I love this 
city.” More than 3,000 fans chanted “M-V-P” 
when James finally walked on stage to accept 
his award. He was later joined on the podium 
by his teammates, each of whom congratulated 
him with a hug before surrounding him as he 
completed his acceptance speech. 

James led the Cavaliers to 61 regular-season 
wins. He averaged 29.7 points, 8.6 assists 
and 7.3 rebounds. □

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Parents of Autistic Children Turning to Alternative Treatments

About one in five children 
with autism uses alternative 
treatments to help with the 
neurodevelopmental disorder, 
most often a special diet, a 
new study finds. 

Of 1,212 children with an 
autism spectrum disorder 
included in the study, about 17 
percent were on special diets. 
More than half of those were 
on a gluten-free, casein-free 
diet, which eliminates wheat 
and dairy products. Other 
common dietary changes 
included avoiding processed 
sugars and taking probiotics, 
microorganisms found in 
foods such as yogurt and 
supplements that may help 
maintain gut bacterial flora. 
“People turn to complementary 
and alternative treatments 
anytime they perceive 
conventional medical 

treatments as either not doing 
the job or being too expensive, 
or that the complementary 
and alternative treatments are 
more natural,” said Dr. Daniel 
Coury, medical director of the 
Autism Treatment Network 
and a professor of pediatrics 
and psychiatry at Ohio State 
University. “We see the 
same sorts of reasons among 
children on the spectrum.” 

The study was to be presented 
Sunday at the Pediatric 
Academic Societies’ annual 
meeting in Vancouver, British 
Columbia, Canada. 


Other alternative treatments 
parents reported trying for 
their kids ran the gamut 
from hyperbaric oxygen, 
which involves pressurized 
chambers with oxygen-rich 
air that usually are used to 
treat divers with the bends, to 
chelation therapy, a treatment 
that removes heavy metals 
from the body. That treatment 
stemmed from fears that 
mercury causes autism, Coury 
said. 

Despite significant publicity 
about the methods, less than 
1 percent of parents had tried 
them, the study found. And 
that’s a good thing, Coury 
said, because there’s no 
evidence that either works and 
some evidence that they might 
be dangerous. 

Parents might be turning to 
special diets because of reports 
that autistic children are more 
prone to gastrointestinal (GI) 
problems. 

Though earlier studies have 
had mixed results about the 
prevalence of GI issues, a 
second study also slated for 
presentation at the meeting 
found that parents reported GI 
symptoms in nearly half of the 
children. 

For that study, families of 
1,185 children enrolled in the 
Autism Treatment Network 
filled out questionnaires about 
GI symptoms, behavior, sleep 
and quality of life. 

About 45 percent reported their 


children had GI symptoms, 
such as abdominal pain, 
constipation and diarrhea. The 
problems were more common 
as children got older, affecting 
about 9 percent of children 
younger than 5 and 51 percent 
of children 7 and older. 

Their symptoms were bad 
enough to affect the quality 
of their lives, with about 
70 percent of children with 
GI symptoms having sleep 
problems, compared with 30 
percent who didn’t have GI 
issues, the study found. 

Kids with GI issues also 
have more behavioral issues, 
possibly because of their 
lack of sleep, suggests a third 
study from the meeting, which 
included 1,056 children in the 
Autism Treatment Network. It 
found an association between 
sleep problems and behavioral 
issues that included emotional 
problems and anxiety. 

Autism is a complex disorder, 
and parents are driven by 
the desire to help their 
children, said Dr. Paul Law, 
director of the Interactive 
Autism Network at the 
Kennedy Krieger Institute 
in Baltimore. He said he’s 
seen hundreds of alternative 
treatments tried by parents: 
supplements and vitamins, 
acupuncture, acupressure, 
bathing in distilled water 
and various types of animal 
therapy, among them. One 
mother, Law said, had tried 
68 different methods. 

Though it’s not hard to 
find testimonials about the 
effectiveness of one treatment 
or another, medical evidence 
that they work is scanty, and 
the placebo effect can be 
powerful, Law said. 

“There is an adage in medicine 
that the more you don’t know 
about how to treat something, 
the more treatments there 
are,” Law said, noting that 
medications can treat some 


of the symptoms of autism, 
but no medication treats the 
autism itself. 

Coury agreed. “For the 
majority of these treatments, 
there is no good research to 
support their effectiveness,” 
he said. 

Treatments that have been 
shown to work include 
behavioral interventions and 
medications that can help 
curb aggressive and other 
behavioral issues, Law said. 
About 27 percent of children 
with an autism spectrum 
disorder are taking at least 
one medication to manage 
their behavior, according to a 
fourth study from the meeting. 
It found that the most common 
reasons for medication use 
were hyperactivity, repetitive 
behaviors, irritability and 
problems with attention. 

Of the children taking 
medications, nearly half 
were taking two or more 
medications. 

Medication use became more 
common as children got older, 
the study found. About 60 
percent of children aged 11 


and older took medication, 
compared with 44 percent 
of children aged 6 to 10, 11 
percent of children aged 3 to 5 
and 4 percent of kids younger 
than 3. 

Themostcommonmedications 
were stimulants to treat 
attention-deficit/hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD) and 
risperidone (Risperdal), 
approved by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration to 
treat irritability, aggression, 
temper tantrums and self- 
injurious behavior. 

About one in 110 U.S. 
children has autism, which is 
characterized by difficulties 
with social, language and 
communications skills 

and restricted or repetitive 
behaviors or interests. 

The Autism Treatment 
Network, run by Autism 
Speaks, a New York-based 
research and advocacy 
organization, includes 14 
treatment and research 
centers in the United States 
and Canada for children with 
autism who are 2 to 18 years 
old.Q

Immigration Fight Will 
Fire Up Wrong Baso

During the 2008 Presidential Race, Senator John McCain spent no small amount 
of time climbing down from his previous stance on immigration reform. He 
repeated many times that he had “gotten the message” from the public’s response 
to a bill that many saw as another amnesty of the type passed in 1986. That 
message, McCain said, was, “Secure the borders first.” His implication was that 
the nation would perhaps tolerate another amnesty, if their fears of continued lax 
(or nonexistent) enforcement of current immigration laws were allayed. 

His opponent in that election appears to have drawn some other conclusion. He 
is eyeing a battle over immigration reform as a means of invigorating his party’s 
midterm election efforts. It will likely have the opposite effect. 

President Obama has approval ratings below 50 percent. He has enjoyed none 
of the promised “bounce” from passing his health insurance reform. Why that 
surprises is anyone’s guess, as it was clear for many months that most Americans 
did not want to see it passed. Nancy Pelosi may have needed passage to find out 
what was in it, but the majority of voters were (and remain) pretty sure it was 
nothing they wanted. 

Analysts across the political spectrum anticipate a very rough November for 
the President’s party. Specific arguments for this analysis abound, but they all 
point to the same basic reality: the Obama agenda is completely out of phase 
with the current political Zeitgeist. This Administration is hell-bent on expanding 
the scope, reach and power of the federal government at a time when large and 
growing numbers of people have decided that it’s already too large, too powerful 
and too expensive. 

ObamaCare is just the beginning. The FDA is planning to mandate lower sodium 
levels in processed foods. 

The EPA has declared carbon dioxide a pollutant, which brings its regulation 
under their purview and enables federal interference in any activity that involves 
burning fuel. The FDIC, if Democrats get their way, is about to be granted new 
power over the financial system that will affect millions of businesses, not just 
banks. And presidential economic advisers have begun public fulmination on the 
coming necessity of a Value Added Tax - because we have to pay the salaries of 
all these federal busy bodies somehow. 

If anyone is waiting for Barack Obama to stunt the growth of the Leviathan, he has 
allowed his ballyhooed hope to morph into sheer delusion. Certainly Obama and 
his advisors can see the growing gulf between their exploits and the preferences 
of a clear majority of those likely to vote in November. But expanding the power 
of government is non-negotiable; it is a bedrock principle. 

What to do then? The only hope lies in expanding the universe of likely November 
voters. The campaign strategy must add Democratic voters to this universe in 
large numbers to have any chance of hanging onto the House of Representatives. 
That is why Obama issued his two-minute plea, specifically to “young people, 
African Americans, Latinos and women” whom he says “powered” his victory 
in 2008.□ 


Now that Senate Republicans have produced their own proposal, this much 
is known for certain: after Congress finishes doing whatever it is going to do 
regarding financial market reform, the country will still have financial institutions 
policymakers regard as too big to fail. And when the financial system is again 
under stress, there will be more bailouts. 

The narrative driving financial market reform is this: Large financial institutions 
took too many risks and were overleveraged. They were all so interconnected 
that failure of one would be a contagion that might collapse the entire U.S. 
financial system. So, the federal government had no choice but to step in and 
bail them out. 

I believe that this narrative is false. I believe that policymakers could have and 
should have allowed the financial markets to sort themselves out through write 
downs and bankruptcies. I believe policymakers panicked and overreacted. 

That, however, is very much a minority view, and a very small minority at that. 
So, accepting the narrative for purposes of discussion, what should be done to 
keep taxpayers from being on the hook to bail out large financial institutions 
when they get in trouble? 

The most obvious way is to make sure they don’t exist. Pass laws limiting the 
size, scope and activities of financial institutions so that there are none so large, 
leveraged and interconnected that policymakers are unwilling to let them fail. 
That might not make for the most efficient and effective capital markets. But the 
U.S. has made do with small banks with limited activities before. We could do 
it again. 

Although some in the Democratic Party favor such an approach, it’s not being 
advocated by the Obama administration or leading Democratic members of 
Congress on the issue. Instead, they have chosen the rule by a committee of wise 
men approach. 

Large financial institutions would continue to exist. They would have to do some 
things differently, but nothing that materially affects their market presence or 
functions. 

Instead, a committee of regulators would inspect them for systemic risk. 

The committee of wise men could make ad hoc decisions about the activities of 
large financial institutions deemed large or interconnected enough to potentially 
pose a systemic risk. It could order individual companies to increase capital or 
decrease leverage, or reduce or eliminate certain products or lines of business. It 
could even decide to take them over and liquidate them. 

This week, Senate Republicans finally offered their alternative to the Democratic 
approach. It was a colossal disappointment. 

Republicans would also rely on a committee of wise men approach. Their 
committee would have a slightly different composition, slightly different 
procedures and slightly different powers. But protecting the country against 
bailouts would still depend on ad hoc decisions made by regulators about the 
operations of financial institutions they believe large enough to bring down the 
entire financial system. Q
